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After the last section, add the following and renumber sections and

internal references accordingly:

"Sec. 501. (NEW) (Effective from passage) (a) On and after January 1,
2010, any employer who employs three or more persons in the state
shall register with and utilize the employment status verification
system to verify the work eligibility status of each newly hired
employee. For the purposes of this section "employment status
verification system" means the federal electronic employment
authorization program known as "E-Verify" or any successor program,
created pursuant to 8 USC 1324a and operated by the United States
Department of Homeland Security, and "employer" means a person
engaged in business who has employees, including the state and any

political subdivision thereof.

(b) The Labor Department shall adopt regulations to implement the

provisions of this section in accordance with the provisions of chapter
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16 54 of the general statutes."
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
